MALARIA IN INDIA, 
——_-_~@--—__. 

\ London correspondent writes to an in- 
dian comtemporary :—" Dr, Stephens and Dr. 
Christophers, who formed a commission ap- 
pointed by the Royal Suciety to- investigate 
malaria in Africa and India, have, | learn, sent 
in the conclusions they have arrived at as the 
result of their researches, which extended over 
several years, They find that in tropital Africa, 
and to a less extent in certain regions of India, 
there is a widespread ‘infection among the 
native children under fifteen years of age, while 
above that age there is a marked immunity, 
This infection, the Commissioners state, is the 
essential cause of European malaria, so much 
so that infection from one European to anot). er, 
as was previously supposed to be the case, is 
entirely negligible as a factor in infection. The 
investigations show that the chief sovrce of 
infected anopheles mosquitoes is native huts, 
and the Commissioners are of opinion that 
segregation offers the most practical and im- 
mediately effective means of diminishing the 
death roll among Europeans.”

On 
the strength of this letter Li was beheaded, but 
before his death he asked his wife and brother 
to give information to the Hongkong author 
ities, and it was maialy through these persons, 
although they did not figure in the trial, that 
one of the murderers has been brought to book. 
Li Ka Cheok is a mandarin of the fifth rank, 

— Wewill be remembered that [reported some 
time ago certain money wus handed to.three 
lieutenants for the death of a certain reformer 
in Kowloon. Tam now informetl that this 
victin’s name was Hung Ching Fuk, head of 
the projected rebellion of last China New Year, 
and that $30,000 was paid for his proven 
death and that this Li Ka Cheok was also the 
main mover in the matter.

work, The following day s50 piculs of rice 
teft Wuchow, In the city the gentry have 
been selling cheap rice and giving congec to 
the very poor, In a district 30 miles south 
of the cily the famine is very bad indeed. 
Mr. Fletcher has arranged to live at Kwai 
Un ‘and attend to the forwarding of rice; 
which must be transhipped to small .boats, 
while Mr H. K. Shumoker will reside at 
Kui Ha and manage rice distribution though 
every three days he will proceed to the market 
town of Meh Kak, some nine uniles to the 
south. 
each week. Our correspondent further informs 
us that he has not seen any sign of rebellion 
either at Kui Hu or in Kwai Ping. The people 
do not resort to unlawful means to get 
provisions notwithstanding the fact that the 
rice shops seem to have plenty of rice, which 
they,hold at a price beyond the means of the 
poor, In one market it has heen selling for 30 
cents percatty. In the north-western pare of 
the district the people have been very lawless, 
and at Nanning no one dares to venture out- 
side of the walled city without a guard.

THE SILVER QUESTION.

The “silver question” is always with us. 
Some most interesting figures are given in a 
recent number of the #inancier, which states 
that the radically unfortunate position of the 
white metal is due to the fact that production 
persisis in growing, and, the metal being over: 
pl.otiful, it” generally needs only a slight 
recovery in prices to bring idle mines into 
work again. Further, the proportion of silver 
turned out asa by-product of lead and other 
metals is constantly growing, and its pro- 
duction is encouraged becaust on any basis of 
market prices it yives a profit to the mine, 
‘The world’s producsion last year is estimated 
ut 178,866,020 ounces, as compared with a pre- 
vious record of 174,998,000 ounces for 1901; 
172,838,0c0 gunces for 1gc, and 167,224,000 
ounces for 1899. In twelve years the yield has 
gone up by 41,000,000 ounces, and with nation 
after nation taking to the full or the wodified 
gold standard, itis certain that the requirements 
have not increased at anything like this rate, 
allowing for an increased consumption in the 
aits and commerce--aot. an important factor, 
any way, The United states has again got 
ahead of Mexicoasthe chief contributor, its total 
for last year being 58,56 1,000 ounces, which is 
more than, in any year since 1896. ‘The 
Mexican figure is 58,000,0 Oounces against uv 
previous best of 57,656,000 ounces for 1901 and 
$7,437,000 ounces for 1gco, Mexico has con- 
‘ributed 22,000,009 ounces in the past twelve 
years, Australia 3,000,000 atnces, and ‘other 
countries 15,000,000 ounces; the American 
total having been practically stationary, It is 
known, in fact, that America is only prevented, 
by low prices from putting some millions of 
ounces per annum steadily on to its total, and 
the same may be suid of Mexico, while, it is 
notorious that the contributions of the other 
countries could be iticreased in as rapid a sate 
proportionately as those of the two leading 
producers. in these circumstances there is 
clearly no hope of a rise to the prices of even 
five years ago; for the world has not sufficient 
use for the metal smelted to absorb the steadily 
increasing supply. The fact must not be 
forgotten in connection with the endeavours of 
China and Mexico, jointly with the States, to 
maintain the price al a fair figure. The mere 
possibility of some united action helps to 
strengthen prices. .

NEW JAPANESE INDUSTRY. |

It is, perhaps, hardly recognized how formid. 
able a competitor Japan is becoming to the 
Continental nations in supplying some of the 
items of ladies’ daily demands. It is now 
several years since a great London firm in- 
troduced the luxuriously soft and comfortable 
quilted diessing.gowas and jackets. Luton is 
more and more relying upon Japan for the 
striw plaits and braids which go to make the 
smart and inexpensive hats and toques now 
appearing in the milliners' windows and this 
year a. stride fo:ward has been made in 
sending over what are technically known as 
“chip fancies,” which have hitherto been 
almost exclusively supplied by Italy. And 
now there isa new branch of enterprise to be 
noted with regard to the more dainty features 
of table linen; and Japan is prepared to give 
us lunch, sideboard, and afternaon-tea cloths, 
serviettes, and the like with the ultra-fashion- 
able¢adornment of drawn-thread work in the 
most charming variety. 

Hitherto the work has been done in the native 
cotton cloth and the first essential towards 
bringing it into accordance with Western table 
requirements was to supply instead the finest 
Irish flax linen, This deft feminine fingers 
of the Japanese workers found to be ad- 
mirably suited to ‘their peculiar . methods, 
‘and upon it they are executing work that 
not only rivals the finest ‘Sicilian exam- 
ples in this direction, but has character- 
istics entirely ils own, They employ several 
forms of stitch quite unknown in Europe, and 
in the fineness of their effect obtain results 
approaching that of pillow lace. Everyone is 
familiar with the Teneriffe linen work, and 
the outlines of this are often reproduced in that 
of Japan, but critics are inclined to prefer 
the intricate geometrical and scroll devices 
that seem to be indigenous. Although 
so aerial and delicate in appearance, the 
work washes well provided that reasonable 
care is exercised, and is indeed sent into this 
country washed and ready for immediate use, 
Perhaps, to the ordinary. buyer, the greatest 
recommendation that these charming-accessor- 
ies could have is their cheapness as compared 
with what the price would be of items of Europ- 
can origin on which a tenth part of the patient 
hand labour had been expended. For 15s. or 
even less at a retail firm it is possible to buy a 
tea-cloth orcentre-slip with delightful and even 
elaborate ornamentation of this kind at the 
ends or corner, and long lattice-like open 
worked hem stitching. Especially dainty 
are tiny’ napkins for afternoon tea, which 
are'a real boon when hot buttered cakes 
are seived, At present the length oftime 
that must elapse between sending an order 
from this country and receiviog the finished 
work tas militated against utilising it for 
dress trimmings, but should the present season 
witness, as is expected, an unexhausted popu- 
larity fur Belfast linen gowns, it is probable 
that something of- the kind may’ be attempted
